those of the English speaking race; 
and these people were pouring into 
the country at the rate of four to 
every one who came from the 
British Isles. Concisely, it was 
the foreign element which present¬ 
ed the problem not only .for the 
legislators, but for the church. 
This heterogenous collection of 
foreign element had to be welded 
into our national life if they were 
to be a credit and benefit to the 
country which they, had adopted. 
There was uo denying that they 
could easily become a potent factor 
for better or worse, and it was 
there, at that point, that the church 
as a religious and moral guide, 
could step in and do her work. The 
field of that work was infinitely 
more wide and more difficult than 
the layman would be able to imag¬ 
ine, and although he might affect 
some knowledge, such would only 
be pf a very elemental type 
until he plunged thoroughly into 
the work and found out for him¬ 
self the stupendous amount of labor 
which awaited the church at her 
doors and in the far-off reaches, 
work which was for her the greatest 
problem she had to solve.

The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain ^districts. Price,

CASH NOW AND HEREAFTER 


BRITISH AGRICULTURE AND 
TARIFFS 


After soffit little consideration on 
the matter, the general stores of 
Vulcan have decided that on and 
gfter December 1 their business will 
be conducted on the strictly cash 
basis. 

However much the general sur¬ 
prise may be, on immediate acquain¬ 
tance with this announcement, a 
little time will tend to show the 
reasonableness of such a step. The 
question has been up for considera¬ 
tion at various times in the past, 
but it has always been deferred un¬ 
til there would be no real hardship 
felt by the pressing of collections 
and past due accounts. The cus¬ 
tomer was the first consideration, 
and until he could fill the place 
which the new regime calls upon 
him to fill, without causing him 
undue inconvenience, the store¬ 
keeper has gone along under the 
old system of credit. But now that 
a harvest of splendid dimensions 
has just gone, and there is the 
necessary money in the country, 
the storekeepers feel that the time 
is right for placing their concerns 
on a cash basis, 

The only point for-wonder about 
the change is that they have had 
sufficient restraint to wait until 
now, and the hope is that now that 
they have determined to do a cash 
trad£ they will stick to it. 

Incidentally, the credit system in 
this country, where anything can 
be bought on time, is a system 
which carries many evils in its 
wake, and the case of the country 
storekeeper is one of them. He 
supplies the absolute necessities of 
life ; whatever comes or goes there 
is always the need of going to him, 
for people must live. By the side 
of that'fact there is also the one 
that the storekeeper must live, and 
yet he is generally the person who 
has to wait longer for his money 
than, anyone else. Immediately 
money becomes plentiful, the coun¬ 
try is flooded with collectors of one 
firm or another. Farmers are pres¬ 
sed, under penalties, to settle cer¬ 
tain accounts, and the country 
merchant is the last man to be con¬ 
sidered, and not always then if the 
acoount is of too uncomfortah^e a 
size, and in time he comes to be 
looked upon as a philanthropist, a 
man who is in business for his 
health. Such is, as a general rule, 
the invariable tendency of view, 
but the general storekeepers of 
Vulcan are taking the opportunity 
of the present, with its financial 
easiness, to introduce a sound busi¬ 
ness basis in fact, and it is' to be 
hoped that they have every aid to¬ 
wards success.

Graying and Hauling 


A writer in one of the Canadian 
monthly magazines, in dealing with 
the question as to whether the 
tariff is beneficial to the farmer, 
makes a statement to the effect that 
“the agricultural value of protec¬ 
tion seems to be further indicated 
by the fact that agriculture has 
been ruined in Great Britain under 
free trade.” 

When one comes across a state¬ 
ment so sweeping as that, it is 
patent that the author is out 
to prove that tariffs are the sal¬ 
vation of a all things, no matter 
how far out of the truth they may 
be, or in how much the truth may 
be misconstrued in order that it 
may fit the argument of the up¬ 
holder of tariffs. 

The agriculture in Great Britain, 
not ruined by the way, has suffer¬ 
ed in some respects by the fact that 
the commercial life of the people 
has grown in an unprecedented 
fashion under free trade, and in-'so 
far as free trade has helped the 
manufacturer, attention has been 
diverted from agriculture to trade. 
So far so good, but there are other . 
causes which have militated against 
the agricultural life, causes quite 
apart from free trade, which have 
crippled it, and really free trade, 
has only had a very indirect effect 
upon it, instead of ruining it. 

The land system, for instance, 
has for. years been against the Brit¬ 
ish farmer. He has striven time j 
and again under difficulties, to 
make what might lie called a pay¬ 
ing proposition out of his farm, 
only to find that the harder he 
strove and worked the more valu¬ 
able his farm became, and jiis rent 
took an upward turn. 

The Government realized this and 
took upon themselves the creating 
of small holdings, which has since 
proved to be of little -avail in 
remedying the evil. The scheme 
was not workable, and now Mr. 
Lloyd George has come to the fore 
with a scheme which will greatly 
diminish the grievances of the agri¬ 
cultural population, and places 
their calling where it ought to be, 
among the foremost rank of agri¬ 
cultural nations. Lloyd George, 
himself an advocate of free trade; 
upholds no tariffs as the cure-all for 
the land troubles. If he did, he is 
sufficiently honest to say so, r and 
would become a protectionist with¬ 
out further parley. He is aware of 
the fact that neither free trade nor 
protection can be responsible for 
the deplorable state of affairs so 
long as the farmer stands as at 
present in relation to the land which 
he farms.

The old adage to the effect tliat 
the bystander sees most of the 
fight, applies beautifully to the 
country, in comparison to its city 
contemporaries. Usually, consider¬

leaning. 

Theoretically, the idea is all right, 
commendable, in fact, for in a 
country where there is admittedly 
a certain amount of political job¬ 
bery going on now and again, some 
organ of discriminative judgment 
is absolutely essential. But when 
the journals to„ whom one would 
look as being reputable mouth¬ 
pieces of political opinion indulge 
in the serious business of slinging 
ink at one another, one begins to 
wonder whether journalism is about 
to lose itself in personalities. It is 
a lamentable, but nevertheless true, 
assertion when it is Said that there 
are many papers in the west that 
occasionally have an ungentlemanly 
“rap” gt some equally culpable 
contemporary. Why they do so is 
not easy to say, for such a proceed¬ 
ing usually discounts their opin¬ 
ions, and, in some cases, .raise a 
smile from the reader. There is a 
sacrifice of dignity about the pro¬ 
ceedings which decent journals 
ought to be aware of, and if it 
wasn’t thdt they ought to know 
better, they remind one of a fight 
among school boys ; the latter can 
say they don’t know any better.

I mlno oueor more caves dug out of the 
solid coal or rock from one of the main 
passages of tbe mine. The cDtniuce 
to the care from the main passage¬ 
way would be ft long, narrow tunnel 
with' three or four seta of massive 
doors, so that the cbto would lie cx- 
ploslou proof. Iu times of daugcr min¬ 
ers who could not get to tho surface 
| would go to this cave and shut them¬ 
selves In. 

A considerable proportion of deaths 
In coal mlno disasters ts duo to tbe 
after effects of an explosion rather 
than to tbe explosion Itself, and often 
tbo miners have lived for hours or 
ovon days before they suffocated. The 
cavca would servo under similar con¬ 
ditions. 

' Air would linro to bo supplied In tbe 
cares, and this could be done cither by 
j small boreholes to the surface, such as 
: aro not uncommon In coal mines, or 
I by pipe lines—built so as to he explo- 
I ilon proof—running through I bo mine 
passages. Tho cave connected with 
the surface by a borehole could lie sup- 
\ plied with air freely aud kept in touch 
with tbo surface by a telephone, und 
| food could be sent down through tbe 
I hole. > 

A care connected by n conduit 
through the mine could also have tcle- 
! phonic communication with the sur- 
I face, but it would be necessary In this 
I base to keep a quantity of concentrat¬ 
ed food and somo water stored In the 
[ chamber. Supplies of medical flrkt aid 
1 materials and'a pOlmotor for reviving 
1 miners overcome by gases could also 
! bo kept in the cave to advantage.-* 
j Saturday Evening Post.

A Geriunu Inventor has made an 
oxybydrog£n burner that cuts metals 
under wnter Hitherto this has been 
a difficult thing to accomplish. Most 
Iron cutting tools work very slowly 
and unsatisfactorily under water, and 
tbe oxybydrogen flame In tbe ordinary 
burner Is Immediately extinguished 
when'Immersed. In tbe new apparatus 
the burner Is protected by a bell shap¬ 
ed metal hood. A powerful Jet nf 
compressed air keeps water out and 
effectually protects tho gas orifice. 
Sixteen feet below the surface/of tho 
water tbe burner has cut through a 
bar of Iron two and one-half Inches 
square In thirty seconds. It can rut a 
twelve Inch slot In a three quarter 
Inch plate In one and a half minutes. 
The burner should be useful.to divers 
for cutting Iron and steel In wrecks, 
for removing rivets, boring holes and 
other submarine work.

This forms an Isotonic saccha¬ 
rine “serum ” It Is then cover 
ed with dressing Bonked In the 
solution, which Is Becnred in the 
usual manner with sterile wool 
and bandages For tbo dry 
dressing powdered glucose Is 
dusted over tbe surface of tbe 
wound. In some few onses this 
is painful, although tbe motst 
dressings occasion no pain. Tbe 
dressings arc renewed every day 
for Infected wounds and tbor 
ougbly- cleansed at each dressing 
When nearly disinfected tbe 
dresHlng In changed only-on al 
ternnte days and then lean fre¬ 
quently as healing progresses. 
Glucose appears to favor granu 
latlon and cicatrization.

the Central Farm supplying only 
the proviuoes of Ottawa aud Que¬ 
bec. All samples will be aeut free 
by mail.' 

Applicants mast give particulars 
in regard to the soil on their farms 
and some aooouut of their experi¬ 
ence with such hinds of gram (or* 
potatoes) as they have growu, so 
that a promising srrt lot their 
conditions may beseleoted. 

Each applicniuu must be separ¬ 
ate and must be sigued by the ap¬ 
plicant Ouly one sample of gram 
and one of potatoes can be sent to 
each farm. Appiioatious ou any 
kiud of pnuted form cannot be uo 
oepted. If two or more samples 
are asked for tu the same letter 
only one will be seut. 

.As the tnpply of seed is limited, 
farmers are advised to apply early, 
bat the applications will not ueoea 
airily be tilled in the exaot order 
in which they are reoeived. Pre¬ 
ference will always be given to the 
most thoughtful and explicit re¬ 
quests. Applications reoeived 
after the eud of January will prob- 
ably be too lata*.

Jim Larkio, who went from Ire¬ 
land lo England on a campaign 
having for its end the express pur¬ 
pose of preaching aud forcing a 
national strike, , has met with 
failure 'l'he hostility of the 
English trades anion leaders to 
his plans, ou the occasion of his 
first speech which he delivered at 
Manchester, canBed him to haul 
down his colors. J. M. Thomas, 
M. P., the leader of the railway 
men, and Havelock Wilson, the 
leader of the seamen, have both 
bitterly attacked Larkin, with the 
result that they carried the major¬ 
ity of their nnion9, the members of 
which woald have been the first to 
have become invo ved in a national 
strike. The English trades unions 
will continue to support the Dub in 
strikers as heretofore with oontri 
butions of money, but have pur¬ 
posely delayed discussion of the 
question 6f a national strike in the 
hope that the Dublin Btrike might 
be settled first. Larkin has only 
been ab e to'carry the most ex¬ 
treme of the war secton of the 
Labor party. 

It is the opinion of Mr. Cathrey, 
secretary of the Seamen's Union, 
that Larkin, by his methods, has 
aroused the indignation of the 
members of the union, and has 
done more harm than good to the 
cause of the Dublin strikers 

Mr. Havelock Wilson is also free 
in expressing disgust at the tactics 
employed by Larkin, and other 
labor men are refusing attention to 
Larkin, as they do not hold him to 
be a responsible leader, as he has 
vio'ated certain agreements. They 
also accuse him of ungratefulness 
and unreasonableness

No better work oouid be taken 
up by these lads, for any reoord 
work of that kiud must infallibly 
lead to better, vastly better, condi¬ 
tions ou dairy farms Probably 
these Alberta lads will soou be 
excellent dairymen, obtaining 
seventy five or oue hundred dollars 
per oow. 

Needless to say the Dairy Divis¬ 
ion will be only too ready to supply 
blank forma and iuatruptioua iu all 
such cases.

The Rev. Thomas Powell, presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Methodist Con¬ 
ference, is of the opinion that the 
union of the Methodist and Pres¬ 
byterian Chnrches of Canada is 
not likely to take place for some 
little time. He states that the 
Methodists are waiting for the 
Presbyterians to decide. The 
Methodists, he avers, want chnrch 
union, as was shown 
when the vote was taken, when 
there was only a small minority 
against it. 

The Presbyterians, on the other 
hand, were not so favorable and 
the outlook is that there is not 
much likelihood of a united church 
for some little time to come. The 
Rev. Thomas Powell states that 
although the effect of union would 
not make any decided change in 
such cities as Edmonton or Cal¬ 
gary, where the large populations 
are capable of filling the churches 
at the present lime, it is in smaller 
towns where the difference would 
be felt. In snch towns one chnrch 
for all would take the place of one 
church for each denomination.
